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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closes 
prior art Jeter '877 fails to teach or suggest, in the environment of a device for 
transmitting from a borehole through the drilling fluid signals characteristic of measured 
data obtained while drilling the borehole comprising a flow regulator for controlling the 
flow of drilling fluid through the signal transmitter in response to a pressure differential 
generated by a flow restrictor so that the flow of drilling fluid through the signal 
transmitter is maintained substantially constant.
